Ho  far 
from  the  tariff  being  reduced,  he 
claimed  It  should  have  been  raised 
and  the  example  of  the  United  Htatea 
followed. 

With  regard  to  the  Hudson  Bay 
Railway,  the  former  Premier  asserted 
amid  applause  that  it  was  a  Con- 
servative Government  that  had  built 
It.  and  It  would  be  a  Conservative 
Oovernment  that  would  complete  It. 

Kxplalnlng  his  stand  In  this  con- 
nection. Mr  Melghen  said  he  did  not 
mean  that  a  Conservative  Oovernment 
would  go  to  the  expense  of  building 
an  elaborate  terminal  system  right 
away,  but  Indicated  that  the  work 
would  take  the  form  of  enabllag  the 
route  to  be  tested  In  order  to  ascer- 
tain whether  further  expenditure 
would  be  worth  while  or  not.

Following  an  ancient  custom,  a 
living  frog  In  a  glasa  Jar  waa  brought 
to  the  head  military  official  at  his 
residence,  his  part  In  the  ceremony 
being  to  kowtow  before  the  frog  and 
to  offer  prayers. 

Alleging  that  the  time  and  place 
were  not  appropriate,  the  official  or- 
dered the  frog  taken  to  a  temple, 
promising  to  proceed  there  and  do 
his  bit.  The  crowd,  however,  refused 
to  move,  and  when  the  officials 
bodyguard  attempted  to  clear  them 
out  a  riot  ensued. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  affair  the 
Jar  waa  broken  and  the  frog  waa 
trampled  to  death.

TOKIO.  July  31.— The  cabinet  has 
resigned. 

The  reenrnations  followed  a  serious 
split  between  thi-  Kenselkul  and 
HeHyukal  parties,  both  supporting  the 
a-ovemment  of  Premier  Kato.  over 
tax  adjustment  proposals. 

The  Premier  asked  for  the  resig- 
nations of  three  Kelyuksl  members  of 
the  cabinet,  but  the  8elyuk.il  psrty 
decided  that  his  request  should  not 
be  granted.  This  necessitated  the 
reslgnstion  of  the  whole  cabinet 

Two  of  the  three  Helyukal  members 
walked  out  of  a  meeting  today  at 
which  Premier  Kato  demanded  their 
resignations  The  third  member  was 
absent  from  the  meeting,  sn  extra- 
ordinary session  to  consider  tax  re- 
forms, because  of  Illness.  The  Prince 
Hegent.  apprised  of  the  crisis,  post- 
poned a  trip  to  Nlkko. 

Demand  for  the  resignation  of  the 
three  cabinet  members  came  from 
Premier  Kato  after  differences  result- 
ing from  a  tax  adjustment  pro- 
gramme opposed  by  the  Relyukal 
party  members  and  proposed  by  the 
Kenselkal  party,  to  whose  view  the 
Premier  Inclined.

He  was  always  read**  to  fight  "at  the 
drop  of  the  hat"  in  defence  of  all  his 
principle's,  political  religious  or  philo 
sophical  In  fact,  the  fires  within  htm 
burned  so  fiercely  that  they  con- 
s timed  his  great  natural  strength,  and 
he  died  before  hi*  physically  aptiointed 
time.

And  what  were  the  achievements  of 
this  valiant  aird  pugnacious  crusader? 
He  died  respected  of  all  men  because 
of  his  honesty  and  sincerity.  That  is 
all  that  can  be  said  of  him — and  that  is 
saying  a  great  deal  considering  the 
political  conditions  of  the  times.  If  he 
had  been  as  unscrupulous  as  many  of 
his  political  contemporaries  he  might 
have  amassed  vast  wealth.  He  accumu- 
lated enough  and  something  to  spare, 
but  everything  he  possessed  he  came 
by  honestly.

Colonel  Bryan's  friends  in  the  social 
and  political  spheres  believed  he  was  a 
great  orator.  He  had  none  of  the 
attributes  of  an  orator.  He  was  simply 
a  fluent  and  long-winded  speaker  upon 
the  auljeets  in  which  he  speciglited.  He 
was  not  gifted  with  any  powers  of 
imagination.  He  was  a  literalist  and 
despised  all  schools  of  .speculative 
philosophy.

We  cun  imagine  Colonel  Bryan 
adopting  the  ironical  words  of  Wash- 
ington Irving:  "It  has  ever  been  the 
task  of  one  race  of  philosophers  to 
demolish  the  works  of  their  prede- 
cessors and  elevate  more  splendid 
phantasies  in  their  stead,  which  in  their 
turn  are  demolished  and  replaced  by 
the  air  castles  of  a  succeeding  gencra- 
I  tlon.  Thus  it  would  seem  that  knowl- 
edge and  genius,  of  which  we  make 
such  great  parade,  consist  but  in  de- 
tecting the  errors  and  absurdities  of 
those  who  have  gone  before,  and  de- 
vising new  errors  and  absurdities,  to 
be  detected  by  those  who  are  to  ca»mc 
after  us.  Theories  are  the  mighty  soap 
bubbles  with  which  the  grown-up 
children  of  science  amuse  themselves 
— while  the  honest  vulgar  stand  gariug 
in  stupid  admiration  and  dignify  these 
learned  vagaries  with  the  name  of 
wisdom!  Surely  Socrates  was  right  in 
his  opinion  that  philosophers  are  but 
a  soberer  sort  of  madmen,  busying 
themselves  in  things  totally  incompre- 
hensible, or  which,  if  they  could  be 
comprehended,  would  he    found  not 

worth  the  trouble  of  discovery.

"For  my  own  part,  until  the  learned 
have  come  to  an  agreement  among 
themselves,  I  shall  content  myself  with 
the  account  handed  down  to  us  by 
Moses,  in  which  I  do  but  follow  the 
example  of  our  ingenius  neighbors  of 
Connecticut,  who  in  their  first  settle- 
ment proclaimed  that  the  colony 
should  be  governed  by  the  laws  of 
Cod — until  they  had  time  to  make 
better.  ...  It  appears.  I  say.  and 
I  make  the  assertion  deliberately, 
without  fear  of  contradiction,  that  this 
globe  really  wat  created,  and  that  it 

is  composed  of  land  and  water."

The  above  constitutes  a  very  simple 
and  a  very  comfortable  philosophy.  It 
is  the  philosophy  we  intend  to  make 
the  guiding  principle  of  our  life. 
Whether  the  creation  of  the  earth  and 
all  things  upon  it  was  the  work  of  a 
day  or  a  week  or  centuries  or  aeons, 
one  thing  is  certain  man  took  no  part 
in  that  work  If  the  process  of  crea- 
tion is  sttll  proceeding,  man  cannot  by 
wrangling  or  persecution  arrest  that 
process.  Therefore  why  make  our 
short  span  of  life  miserable  or  shorter 
by  quarreling  amongst  ourselves  about 
our  theories  of  creation?  If  Colonel 
Bryan's  theory  wat  sound,  he  knows 
all  about  it  now  We  also  shall  know 
all  about  it  in  due  time.  In  trie  piean 
time,  as  a  simple  but  true  philosopher 
once  said,  "Lor."  let  us  b*  comfort- 
able!"

Richard  Oreen.  then  an  undergrad- 
uate, to  a  fellow-atud*ot.  now  1'rofea- 
sor  Boyd  Dawkin*.

Miss  Ederle's  trainer, 
was  himself  a  fast  swimmer,  and  had 
laid  his  plans  for  Monday's  race  on 
the  basis  of  using  maximum  speed  at 
leveral  points.

Nrtn  Done  bj  Woman 
CAPK  OKI8  NKZ.  France.  July  30. 
— The  eyes  of  sport  fans  In  three  con- 
tinents— Europe,  North  America  and 
South  America — will  be  focused  on 
old  Cape  Gray  Nose,  here  on  the 
northern  coast  of  France,  where  Mlaa 
Gertrude  Ederle.  the  young  Ameri- 
can swimmer,  will  try  for  tha  world's 
"swimming  classic,"  the  Cross-Chan- 
nel swim. 

Never  yst  haa  this  feat  been  per- 
formed by  a  woman,  although  scores 
have  tried  It. 

Only  four  times  has  It  been  done  by 
men.  and  these  four  men  represented 
three  continents.  The  first  crossing 
was  made  In  1175  by  Captain  Mathew 
Webb,  an  Englishman,  the  second 
was  In  111  I.  by  Thomna  W.  Burgess, 
an  Kngllahman  naturalized  In  France; 
I  he  third  and  fourth  were  In  1921 — 
Henry  Sullivan,  of  Lowell.  Maaa..  and 
Sebastian  Tlraboschl.  and  Argentinian 
of  Italian  descent.  •

Webb's  feat,  which  Is  commemor- 
ated by  an  Impressive  atone  monu- 
ment at  Dover,  was  accompllahed  on 
his  second  attempt.  He  swam  a  tig- 
sag  course,  covering  ,1'.'  miles  In  all, 
and  his  time  was  21  hours  4  5  min- 
utes. He  "warn  from  Kngland  to 
France.  Webb,  n  few  years  later,  lost 
his  life  while  attempting  to  awim  the 
Niagara  Rapids. 

Burgftse  only  succeeded  after  thir- 
teen unsuccessful  sttempts.  His  time 
was  21  hours  .10  minute*,  and  the  dis- 
tance was  42  miles,  owing  to  his  very 
Irregular  course.  He  also  swam  from 
Kngland  to  France.  He  was  favored 
•  with  a  water  temperature  of  66  de- 
grees, the  highest  In  a  decade,  but  he 
waa  stung  100  times  by  Jellyfish  on 
hla  way  acrosa  and  several  times  nar- 
rowly escaped  collapse  from  seasick- 
ness. Burgess  la  now  at  Cape  Oris 
Ne»  as  ooach  for  Miss  Lillian  Harri- 
son, the  Buenos  Alrea  swimmer. 

Sullivan  and  Tlrahoachl  conquered 
•he  Channel  on  dates  only  a  week 
ipart.  In     August.   It23.  Sullivan's 


time  was  27  hours  4S  minutes,  and 
hi*  distance  waa  f>6  mllea.  It  was  hla 
seventh  attempt  In  ten  years  of  per- 
sistent effort.  He  lost  20  pounds  of 
weight  during  his  swim.  Tlraboschl. 
the  South  American  Idol,  followed  a 
week  later  In  a  whirlwind  effort  which 
conquered  the  Channel  In  the  amaz- 
ing time  of  1«  hours  33  minutes.  Tlr- 
aboachl  had  spent  $25,000  In  two  pre- 
vious attempts.  He  swam  from 
Frame  to  Knghrhd.  and  Miss  Kderle 
will  follow  exactly  the  same  course 
In  her  attempt.  '  • 

Wolfe  hopea  to  plan  things  so  care- 
fully that  Miss  Kderle  will  tatrh  a 
direct  tide  In  mldchannel,  near 
Kldge  Sands'  thence  the  courM  will 
be  aet  to  catch  a  flood  tide  back  of 
Goodwin  Sanda.  swimming  the  last* 
few  miles  In  slack  water  onto  the 
Dover  Beach  below  Shakespeare  Cliffs. 
If  slack  water  la  not  encountered, 
there  Is  a  possibility  of  the  swim  ex- 
tending seversl  extra  hours. 

Never  Sucoeoded 
Miss  Kderle  la  undoubtedly  fortun- 
ate in  having  the  aervlcea  of  Jabex 
Wolfe.  He  knows  more  about  Chan- 
nel swimming  than  any  other  living 
man,  having  himself  made  more  than 
twenty  gallant  but  unsuccessful  at- 
tempts. Although  he  never  had  the 
luck  to  win  auccesa.  his  experiences 
have  taught  him  practically  every- 
thing there  la  to  know  about  the  dlf- 
ficultlea  and  dangera  which  make  fo> 
failure,  as  well  aa  the  .factors,  tang- 
ible, and  Intangible,  that  are  essential 
to  aucceaa. 

In  hla  training  programme.  Wolfe'e 
plan  la  to  coneerve  the  physical  ro- 
aourcea  of  the  girl  champion,  and  to 
assist  her  In  developing  u  style  ap- 
propriate to  the  tremendoua  ordeal 
before  her.  He  ill  a  believer  in  ateady 
training,  gradually  increasing  in  se- 
verity, with  special  attention  to  the 
time  practice.  He  haa  been  study- 
ing Miss  Ederle'a  racing  atroke.  re- 
ducing It  gradually  to  his  standard 
Of  twenty-four  per  minute,  and  simi- 
larly reducing  her  "kick."  While  this 
means  a  slight  loss  Jn  pace,  it  leavea 
plenty  of  reserve  for  the  spurts  which 
are  necessary   In   order  to  catch  the

For  the  protection  of 
her  eyes  against  the  salt  water,  ahe 
will  wear  specially  fitted  goggles 
stuck  to  her  face  In  a  linen  case.

"It  would  be  Interesting  to  learn 
the  views  of  the  directors  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  upon  the  scheme 
and  the  shareholders  would  not  be 
very  likely  to  support  the  plan  unless 
a  full  ten  per  cent  on  tht-lr  money 
were  guaranteed.  This  Is  being 
earned  now  and  we  do  not  see  why 
the  shareholders  should  ho  content 
with  less,  even  to  get  the  Govern 
ment  out  of  the  hole. 

"A*  to  interest,  the  former  holders 
of  Grand  Trunk  preferred  und  com 
men   atock,   and    the   present  share 
holders  of  the  Grand   Trunk  Pacific 
four  per  cent  debentures  and  Cana 
dian    Income   debentures,    woul-1  like 
very  much  to  know  what  dividend  in 
the  event  of  the  fusion  will  be  guar' 
anteed    to  them.      Even    If   they  are

hold,  and  a  small  quantity  of  wheat 
coming  out  during  the  final  moments, 
the  market  quickly  eased  off  and 
closed  about  1  M  cents  down  for  ull 
futures.  Trade  volume  was  extreme- 
ly light  all  day,  but  offerings  were 
scarce,  and  the  sensational  udvance  of 
7  Vi  pence  In  Liverpool  July  brought 
out  a  little  buying  through  commis- 
sion houses  both  here  and  at  Chicago, 
and  the  mid-session  advance  win 
scored  without  opposition.  There  was 
very  little  short  selling,  operators 
preferring  to  wait  a  few  days  longer 
before  putting  any  preeeure  on  the 
market  to  see  If  there  will  be  any 
rust  development.

Montgomery  A  McMichaels.  and  If 
you  are  then  still  unconvinced  of  the 
legality  of  our  position  I  will  be  glad 
to  have  the  appropriate  officers  of  the 
company  discuss  the  matter  In  Can- 
ada with  any  representatives  you  may 
select.  In  the  hope  that  we  may  con- 
vince  yon  of  the  correctness  of  our 
attitude.  In  the  event  of  further  die- 
agreement.  I  suggest  that  you  bring 
an  action  In  the  courts  to  determine 
the  polnta  at  issue.

Its  bells  were  removed  from  a  neigh- 
boring abbey,  and  both  the  stones  and 
the  funds  used  in  Its  construction 
were  obtained  from  the  dlasolutlrn  of 
more  thsn   4ft   monsstic  foundstions.
